In his letter 
to the authors of the “ peace movement” 
Mr. Collins disposes effectively of the 
claim that the isregulars are engaged in 
“defensive action,” and of the demand 
that the expression of the people's will 
at the recent elections shall be ignared. 
The mutirieers can have peace to-morrow 
if they choose to obey the people; and, if 
they reject that course, the fight must 
| continue until they are beaten in the field. 
The act of obedience must be an act of 
surrender. The men who have taken up 
arms against the State must deliver those 
arms to the State, and must cease their 
depredations on the persons and property 
of Irish citizens. The precise terms oí 
surrender are set forth in the letter of the 
Government’s Acting Chairman. All war 
material must be handed over to the 
national armoury. All seized property 
and money must be restored “ without ex- 
ception.” Particulars must be furnished 
concerning all bridges, roads and railways 
which have been turned into death-traps 
for the national troops and for the general 
public. In other words, the surrender of 
the irregulars must be complete and un- 
conditional. The Government’s firm de- 
claration of policy will serve two good pur- 
poses. In the first place, it will satisfy 
the people that when peace comes it will 
be real and lasting peace, and that the 
cruel sacrifices which the revolt has 
‘exacted from the country—sacrifices of 
life, property, and trade—will not have 
been made in vain. In the next place, the 
Government's statement deprives the 
mútineers of ¢he last shadow of excuse for 
continued warfare upon the Irish people. 
It is difficult to suppose that any of their 
leaders really can have believed that. Mr. 
{iam Lynch’s astonishing claim could be 
accepted. They know now, at any rate, 
that it cannot be accepted ; and they know 
the only terms which will be accepted to- 
day or at any other time. By prolonging, 
at the cost of further bloodshed and de- 
struction, aconflict which can have only one 
result these leaders will take upon them- 
selves a truly terrible responsibility. The 
nation not only has no sympathy with 
their cause, but is bitterly opposed to it. 
Their last hope of dragging Great Britain 
into new strife with Ireland has disap- 
peared. Everywhere they are being dis- 
comfited in the field. During the last three 
days the nationa] forces have won victory 
after victory in Munster. Kilmallock has 
been relieved. The irregulars have been 
routed from Tralee. Galbally, Limerick 
Junction and Adare are in the Army's 
hands. The leaders of revolt may persist 
in their tactics of devastation and retrest. 
They may involve Clonmel, Mallow anil 
even Cork City in the havoc of shot and 
shell; but the end, whether it comes 
soon or late, is inevitable. With what 
conscience, then, can any Irishman, how- 
ever misguided or fanatical, seek to pro- 
long his country’s agony? 


The French Ultimatum. 


France and Germany are again at 
loggerheads. On this occasion, however, it 
is not the still vexed question of repara- 
tions about which the tempest threatens 
to rage, but the comparatively minor ques- 
tion of the clearing house (private debts) 
payments. Germany is required to pay 
two million pounds on August 15th, but 
has intimated that the sum will not be 
forthcoming -and has asked that it shall 
be reduced ‘to a much smaller contribu- 
tion. The term of what is described as a 
French ultimatum came to an end last 
Saturday, and the world waits to see 
what action the French will take. Ger; 
many declares that the agreement covering 
the clearing house payments was made 
with all the Allies jointly and that the 
French have no right to take independent 
action in the matter, The Germans further 
raise the technical plea that, as the two 
millions are not payable until August 15th, 
France has no right to take any steps 
until that time, and then will be con- 
fined in her remedy to a month's notice 
eancelling the clearing house agreement. 
The French Government is in no mood to 
pay serious attention to these pleas in 
avoidance. It has ordered the clearing house 
officials in Paris and Strasbourg to hold 
up all payments and compensation awards 
to Germans on account of the liquidation 
of the private property of Germans in 
France ; and it has stopped further restitu- 
tion to Germans of private property left 
by them in Alsace and Lorraine. 

To what extent these measures will put 
the screw on Germany does not appear, 
nor do we know anything of. the “ pro- 
gressive measures’ with which the French 
Government threatens to reinforce them 
if they fail of their intended effect. The 
whole question of German reparations is 
in the melfing-pot, and the Allied repre- 
sentatives are even now gathering in 
London for a full discussion of it. 
Germany incists that all quéstions of 
payments by her, whether of private 
debts or reparations, must be considered 
together. In this way she hopes to pay 
nothing, while piecemeal she would be 
bound to pay something.” The Repara- 
tions. Commission also takes this view up 
to a point. It believes that Germany's 
ability to pay and her manner of paying 
ought to be assessed as a whole; and it 
has recommended that al] cash payments 
‘by Germany on account of reparations and 
clearing house debts shall be postponed 
until the end of the year.

It was either a cold 
statement of the financial case or it was in- 
tended to put the British Government in 
possession of the strongest tactical ground 
from which to wage the inevitable repara- 
tions battle. If the former explanation is 
the true one, M. Poincaré’s position at 
the forthcoming conference will be 
unusually good. “You cannot ask us 
not to search Germany’s pockets,’ he. will 
say, “when you have just made the delli- 
berate announcement that you propose to 
search ours.” To this Mr. Lloyd George 
may answer—if the second explanation is 
correct—“We shall not 
pockets if you will refrain now 
searching Germany's.” M. Poincaré may 
reply: “ You are dunning us, not because 
you need the money to pay America, but 
in order to help Germany,’’ Prime Ministers 
do not—perhaps, unfortunately—talk to 
one another in this frank way; but such 
is bound to be M. Poincaré’s general atti- 
tude at the conference. The last word, 
however, must rest with the 
and the plan of granting Germany a 
moratorium is likely, after due argument, 
to be adopted.

Treasures of Art. 


The British Government has taken tardy 
notice of the persistent exodus of the 
country's most precious works of art. Sir 
Philip Sassoon, one of the trustees of the 
National Gallery, raised the question just 
before the rising of Parliament. He said 
that the trustees had specially in mind 
some eight or ten works of outstanding 
merit. and asked for an assurance that, 
if the owners. should put them on the 
market, the Treasury would help to secure 
them for the nation. Sir Robert Horne’s 
reply was sympathetic, but businesslike. 
The Government was anxious to keep thes? 
works of art in the country, but was not 
willing to pay fancy prices for them.

CARL ROSA’S LADY ARTISTIC 
SUPERVISOR. 


The Carl Rosa Opera Company are introduc- 
ing an imnovation in grand opera in England. 
F:therto the production side has been solely 
confined to the sterner sex. The Carl Rosa 
directorate, however, have appointed Madame 
Doris Woodall, who for many years was a lead- 
ing prima donna, and whose Carmen is well 
known, to the position of artistic supervisor for 
the ensuing season. 

In an interview on the subject 
Association representative. Madame Woodall 
said :—' From the very earliest days of my 
operatic career it. has always been my ambition 
to produce grand opera. During my long 
operatic traming at Schwerin-Mecklenburg, I 
had opportunities of hearing the finest artists of 
the day at the Hoftheater there, which was one 
of the foremost theatres in North Germany 
Whilst at school I counted among my friends 
the daughters of Baron von Ledebur, director 
of the Opera House, and later, when I decided 
to take up singing as,a profession, he allowed 
me access to all rehearsals, both musical and 
dramatic. It continued all through the jive 
years of my musical training. 

“It was due to the exceptional opportunities 
which I then had that my sense of the im- 
portance of the. dramatic side of grand opera 
was developed. It was in those days, for 
the first time, very forcibly brought to my 
notice, that however beautifully the musical 
side ‘of an opera might be rendered, it was 
vitally important that the dramatic side should 
In no wise be sacrificed.” 

“Grand opera,” continued Madame Woodall, 
‘in the true sense of the word, is musical 
drama, and in order to obtain a truly con- 
vincing performance of an operatic -work the 
drama must receive the same amount of con- 
skleration and conscientious care as the music. 
It will be my aim to bring to light more for- 
cibly and convincingly the dramatic element in 
opera, and, perhaps, some day we may hope to 
have a public—I fear not m my time or in that 
of the present generation—that will not regard 
grand opera as a succession of tuneful numbers, 
and will be sufficiently carried away by the 
dramatic situation to restrain their applause 
until the close of each act. 

“ Of course.” concluded Madame Woodall, “I 
can only deal with this subject im a very 
general sense, but will tell vou the following 
true story of Richard Strauss, to illustrate my 
meaning :— 

"“ During a rehearsal of ‘ Feuersnot,' at the 
Court Theatre in Dresden, an ensemble had just 
finished—by the way Von Schuch was taking 
the rehearsal—when Richard Strauss, who had 
been listening in the stalls, rushed on to the 
stage, calling wildly for the Regisseur, and 
i said—* Beautifully sung, but I do not want a 
concert.’ ”

THE BALFOUR NOTE. 


In this connection I am rather surprise 
at one of the criticisms passed upon Lord 
Balfour’s famous note. It seems to be re- 

arded as an unnecessary affront to the 
United States, which, we are told, is re- 
presented as having taken up an un- 
generous attitude in the matter of our 
debt. That is unquestionably the, perhaps, 
rather hasty view taken by certain Ameri- 
can journals whose comments are now 
being cabled back to us; but is it the view 
taken by the American Government ! 
Having regard to the ordinary practice of. 
diplomacy, 1 should be very much sur- 
prised to hear that Lord Balfour penned 
the note without having taken soundings 
beforehand. I feel pretty certain—without 
pretending to any precise knowledge on 
the subject—that neither to the President 
Fand Secretary of State in Washington nor 
to the American Ambassador in London 
was the note such a bolt from the blue as 
it seems to have been to the newspaper 
offices on both sides of the Atlantic. 

If my theory is correct, the immediate 
outburst of criticism was anticipated, and 
the ultimate results which the note was 
intended to produce will not be fatally 
prejudicec, but possibly may be assisted, 
by the hostility of its reception. It would 
not be the first time in history that a 
Government desirous of taking a certain 
course, but doubtful whether it had the 
country behind it, had found indirect 
means of bringing a thorny problem into 
the area of public discussion. 

Mr. Lloyd George, it is said, hopes to 
devote a portion of the recess to the com- 
pletion of the book about the war and the 
peace which he is believed to have been 
contemplating for the past two years. He 
will not actually write it, I imagine—for 
actual penmanship remains distasteful to 
him—but will, as be‘its a dictator, dictate 
it. I can well believe that publishers 
have been falling over one another in the 
endeavour to secure this maiden effort ; 
but I am a little sceptical about the price 
said to have been offered—£100,000 or so. 


MINISTERS AND PUBLISHERS. 


I well remember the sensation caused 
in literary circles in 1880 by the news that 
Longmans had paid Lord Beaconsfield 
£10,000 for “ Encymion,’’ the novel which 
he published after his retirement from 
office in that year. Prices have risen 
since then. Mr. Churchill was said to 
have been offered £15,000 some time ago 
for his book on the war; but I do not 
know if the statement was true. The 
book, at any rate, has not yet seen the 
light. £100,000, however, is a lot of 
money to get back from the sale of a 
book—even the opus magnum of a Briti 
Prime Minister. 

H Mr. Lloyd George accomplishes his 
Ns cur] and completes his book, its pub- 
ication will bring him into line with all 
his predecessors, save one, in the office of 
Prime Minister during the st half 
century. To the best of my lief Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman never pub- 
lish MA: but Disraeli and Glad- 
stone were voluminous authors. Lords 
Rosebery and Balfour have each many 
volumes to their credit—Lord Balfour is 
now preparing his latest series of Gifford 
lectures for publicAtion—and Lord Salis- 
bury was at one time of his life a prolific 
contributor to the reviews, though most of 
his writing was anonymous. 

| wonder how many English readers will 
appreciate the true inwardness of a remark 
by Mr. Stephen Gwynn in his Observer 
‘article to-day. Referring to the despatch 
captured from the commander of one of 
the irregular brigades in Kerry, he says: 
“The despatch is signed by Mr. 
O Murchadha—that is, Murphy. This 
means probably that almost every 
O'Sullivan in Kerry will be on the 
national side, since the Murphys are for 
the irrezulars.”’

The results of the peace are in the melting 


by long-continued dissensions. At the very 
moment when the danger is greatest, when we 
are faced with the prospect of new economic 
perturbations, the differences of opinion be- 
tween the Allied Governments are more sharply 
emphasised than ever. The faint hope that the 
growing seriousness of the situation would 
impel the Allies to agree on a large and 
generous plan has been dissipated on the eve 
of the Conference. 

The Balfour Note, and the sudden determina- 
tion of the French to enforce, by repressive 
measures against Germany, the execution of 
one of the minor clauses, of the Treaty, have 
placed new obstacles in the way of a big 
collective effort. In the Near East, too—whose 
miserable condition the. Prime Ministers must 
seriously discuss—the plans for peace that 
were so carefully elaborated by the Allied 
Foreign Ministers in Mareh have lost, during 
the last week, all their effectiveness. he 
Prime Ministers are meeting, apparently, witb- 
out any prepared scheme or any basis for dis- 
cussion, except the bare and menacing realities. 
There appears to be rio agreement on the pro- 
posal for a moratarit,i for Germany. and the 
whole question of war debts, and of the action 
that should be taken if Germany defaults, has 
now been caught up by wild winds of* con- 
troversy. '

THE TAKING OF KILMALLOCK. 

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIMERICK, Saturday. 

Kilmallock has passed into the hands of the 
national forces, who entered the town at 4 a.m. 
this morning with no further opposition. The 
town has been attacked and defended, captured 
and evacuated strictly according to the respec- 
tive plans of the forces engaged; for it appears 
that the“ irregulars, alarmed by Brigadier 
Daly's descent on ‘Tralee, determined to dispatch 
to their native country the Kerry men who 
formed the major part of the garrison of Kil- 
mallock, and to leave merely a force of about 
500 men, whose function was not to defend the 
place to the end, but to fight a delaying rear- 
guard action. i 

This partial withdrawal of troops coineided 
with the finai determination to attack the place. 
Yesterday’s engagement was one between the 


‘national troops and the rearguard of the irregu- 


lars, who, considering their mission, made a credit- 
able showing. Their two strongest posts were jn 
quarries, situated on Kilmallock Hill and Quarry 
Hill respectively to the north-west and nortli- 
east of the actual town. But those places, 
strong against rifle and machine gun fire, proved 
death traps when shells from the field gain 
began to fall in them; for the confined space 
naturally doubled the bursting efforts of the 
high explosive. E 

Local information puts the casualties in these 
quarries at a very high figure, over 30 being 
reported dead in one of them, but the invar- 
able habit of the irregulars is to conceal their 
losses by carrying away all dead and wounded. 
Unly 12 deaths can be regarded as certain. 
though more are probable, and any estimate of 
the wounded would be so problematical as to 
be useless.

“THE WHOLE STORY.” 


Dealing with the reception of the Earl of 
Balfour's Note in the United States, the 
Spectator says :— 

“The only thing will be to make the whole 
story of our financial dealings in the Great War 
clear to America. Though we confess we do 
not like the task of explaining our virtues, 
especially to our own kinsmen, we shall, we 
admit, not suffer in the estimation of the world, 
though we may hurt the susceptibility of some 
of our Allies. Ingtruth, our financial sacrifices 
are an heroic stury—one as bold, adventurous, 
and sincere as the world’s history can show. 
That is why it i hateful to see our record 
smirched, or apparently smirched, be it ever 
so little, by anything which looks like subtlety.

No demand for pecuniary help 
that could possibly be granted was ever re- 
fused. We never haggled for security. When 
we had no more to spend or to lend we pledged 
our good name for the Allies, and borrowed 
for them from America. The money we thus 
borrowed was not sent here to save our tax- 
payers. It was at once passed on to our Allies. 
We never battened on American dollars. That, 
of course, is not a matter that concerns our 
debt to America, and. mdeed, should never 
have been mentioned between us, as we show 
elsewhere: Since, however, it has been so ill- 
advisdly intruded, let us have the whole story 
and‘ not the halt. 

“ But that is not all. In France our Armies 
respected the financial sensitiveness of our 
Allies in 4 way which sounds almost ‘incredible, 
We paid for the railway tickets ‘of our soldiers 
as if they were tourists. We compensated the 
peasants for many of the trenches dug or camps 
made to defend them. We rented offices for our 
S.afls. We even paid the farmers for lettin 
our thirsty soldiers drink from. their wells! 
We do not complain; we do not want to talk 
about it; but we must makes the world see 
that we are not the sordid kind of people they 
might think us to be owing vo the Note.

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STORIES OF THE CAPTURES. 


From @ unofficial source some interesting 
details of the operations were gleaned yester- 
day. The operations in South County Dublin 
were preceded by the advance of a party of 
tréops from the city to Glencullen, the route 
taken being ria Enniskerry, At about half a 
mile south of the bridge at Glencullen the 
' troops discovered an outpost of four irregulars, 
and these they arrested, 

Almost immediately afterwards they came 
upon a motor car in which were five irregulars, 
including a well-known Dublm irregular, Mr. 
Noel Lemass. All five were disarmed and ar- 
rested. The troops. dismounting from their 
cars, proceeded on foot to Glencullen Bridge, 
preceded hy three soldiers wearing caps, and 
trench coats. 

Theee three members of the national Army 
went in edvance of the troops into the village, 
and at the church they met the leader of the 
irregulars in the _ village. To “this man 
they gave the irreyulars’ password, and 
then learned that his men, whom he 
brought out from concealment at various 
places, were ready to blow up the 
bridge, and were only awaiting the arrival of 
materials. ‘The troops surrounded the party of 
irregulars, numbering about 31, and made them 
prisoners. . 

Another party of troops operating at 
Glendhu captured two irregulars, who formed 
an outpost, near Kosebrook cross roads. This 
party ‘proceeded along the Pine Forest road, 
until within 300 yards of Glendhu Bridge. | 
Here they left their ears, and, continuing on 
foot, in extended order, towards the bridge, 
they found an abandoned motor car there, 
loaded with-picks and shovels. Taking posses- 
sion of these, the party went on to Frockenben 
Bridge. The advance party was heavily fired 
on, and the troops deployed and took shelter 
hehind the hedges. After a very short interval 
the irregulars retreated hurriedly to the forest 
nearby, and owing to the darkness they got 
away, except one, who was captured. 


IN THE NICK OF TIME, 

The tre ps found thet here the irregulars 
had begun operations on the bridge, and one 
of the walls was partially demolished. A hole 
had also been prepared for the reception of a 
mine. Three land mines, a large quantity of 
fuse, and some small arms were taken, with 
picks and shovels, etc. 

This party, on ‘its return to Dublin, captured 
three irregulars who were retreating from the | 
forest towards Kilakee House. Al! 4hree were 
armed and had hand grenades. Three others 
were arrested furiber down the road, in the 
direction of Dublin. In all, seven irrerulars 
were arrested by thig party 

A third party of troops took up a position 
on the Kilakee road. The troops brought 
the care under the shadow of the hedges, shut 
off the engines, sat down, and waited for the 
arrival of the irregulars. and as the irregulars 
arrived in ones and twos, armed with -revolvers 
and yvrenades, they were made prisoners. In 
this way eleven were captured. 

A fourth party operating in the Seuth went 
towards Roundwood Reservoir. They arrested 
two armed irreguiars on their way out, adort- 
ing the same tactics as the third party. They 
arrested eight irregulars, four of whom were 
armed with revolvers and others with bombs. 
Crowbars, picks, and shovels were found in a 
corner of a gate near the Fort Bridge.

Firing began at about midnight on Saturday 
at various points in Dublin, and iasSed 
until á acm. Cjtizens, awakened from their 
slumbers, were very apprehensive as - to 
what was happening, and were relieved 
later to find that nothing very serious 
had occurred. Posts occupied by nattonal troops 
were fired at, and there was a heavy return fire. 

The firing was not confined to the centre of 
the city and the vicinity of the military bar- 
racks.

Tho activity of 
the national troops in rounding up irregular 
bands appears to have caused unusual bvelmess 
among the irregular snipers.

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HOW THE TROOPS LANDED. 
RELIEF OF TRALEE. 


The following official bulletin was ixened from 
Headquarters Staff, Irish Army, at 11 p.m. on 
Saturday night :— 

“A despatch to hand from the ©.C. of troops 
in the Kerry area says:—We landed at Fenit 
on Wednesday morning. Fire was opened on 
us from the coastguard station, and from other 
posts along the beach.

The People's Rights Association of Cork 
has recently been making efíorts with a 
view to bringing about an armistice and 
peace, and certain correspondence has 
taken place between the Association and 
the Irish Government. 

This correspondence was issued by the 
Government on Saturday. It consists of 
three documents—namely, a letter from 
the Secretary of the Peoples’ Rights Asso- 
ciation to General Collins, and replies 
thereto by General Collins and the Acting 
Ohairman of the Government. 


MR. LYNCH AND 
ALLEGIANCE. 


QUERIES FOR MR. COLLINS. 


The following is the letter addressed to 


Genera] Collins :— 

“ Cork, August 1, 1922. 

“The Committee of the People’s Rights Asso- 
ciation met at 3 p.m. to-day in the Harbour 
Boardroom and discussed in private session cor- 
respondence relative to the resolutions recently 
passed by public representatives in Cork City. 
~ “It was decided immediately to communicate 
with Mr. Michael Collins the following reply 
received from General Liam Lynch, Chief of 
Staff, Fermoy :— % 

i Wish to inform you that when the Provisional 
Government cease their attack on us, defensive 
action on our part can cease. 

If the Second bail, which is the Government of 
the Republic, or any other elected Assembly, 
carry on such Government, 1 see no difficulty 
as to the allegiance of Army. 

“Jt was further decided to put the following 
queries to Mr. Michael Collins, and to request 
an immediate and explicit answer to lay before 
a public meeting summoned for Saturday :'— 

“1, Do you agree to arrange for such a ces- 
sation of hostilities as General Liam Lynch in- 
timates he is prepared to accept? 

“2. Do you agree to call forthwith a meet- 
ing of the Second Dail, to be followed by a 
meeting of the Third Dail, as previously ar- 
ranged, and to allow the sovereign assembly of 
the people to decide on the necessity or policy 
of a bitter and prolonged civil war? ) 

“A public meeting of the People's Rights 
Association and all available T.D.’s has been 
convened for ‘next Saturday, August 5, at 5

General Collins sent the following reply :—

questions you ask me, which I also set out :—

the Second Dail, to be followed by a meeting of 
the Third Dail, as previously arranged, and to allow 
the sovereign assembly of the people to decide on 
the necessity or policy of a bitter and prolonged 
civil war? 

“This is a time when, above all things, there 
should be clear thinking on the part of public 
representatives. The Government is sending 
you an official answer, as presumably your com- 
munication was meant to be addressed to the 
Government. 

“So far as the Army is concerned, I am 
merely obeying the orders of my Government, 
ahd all the General Staff and soldiers of the 
Army are merely carrying out the instructions 
given in accordance with such orders. 

“The Government has made it fully clear 
that its desire is to secure obedience to proper 
authority. When an expression of such obedience 
comes from the irregular leaders I take it there 
will not longer be any necessity for armed con-. 
flict. When the irregulars—leaders and men— 
see fit to obey the wishes of the people, as ex- 
pressed through their elected representatives ; 
when they will give up their arms and cease 
their depredations on the persons and property 
of Irish citizens, then there will be no longer 
need for hostilities. ' 

“It will, | have no doubt, have been ob- 
served by your body that the Government, in 
connection, with the prisoners taken in the re- 
cent conflict, and still being taken, have merely 
asked that the following form be signed :— 

I promise that I will not use arms againet the 
Parliament elecied by the Irish people, or the Go- 
vernment for the time being responsible to that 
Parliament, and that I will not eupport, in any 
way, any such action. Nor will I interfere with the 
property or the persons of others. 

“From the fact that most of the prisoners 
have refused to sign this form it can only be 
inferred that they mean to take up arms again 
against the Government of the Irish people. If 
this is the spirit which animates Liam Lynch, 
then I am sure your body will agree that it is 
very, little good endeavouring to talk about 
terms. 

“It is the first duty of a Government to 
secure its citizens in the exercise of their 
rights, and until this is done, until there is 
eace, security, and the free exercise of opinion, 
I do not see how the Government can rest 
without failing in this elementary duty. The 
rule of the gun, the shameless offences that 
have been committed against the rights of 
private people, the destruction of publie and 
private property, the robbery of the public Ex- 
chequer—these things must end, or there is no 
futu¥e for this country. If we do not end 
them, we shal] go down as being discredited 
people. 

“In conclusion, I can only re-state what I 
said in my letter of 23rd July—namely, that 
there is not a single member among your body 
who is more heartily anxious to see representa- 
tive government prevail in this country than 
L am. I will entreat your representatives to 
look facts squarely in the face, The time for 
face-saving is passed. Irregular leaders, politi- 
cal and military, got an opportunity of doing 
this over a period of seven or eight months. 
The issue now is very clear. The choice is 
definitely between the return of the British 
and the irreguiars sending in their arms to 
the people’s Government, to be held in trust 
for the people. It should not be difficult for 
the seaside representatives to say which action 
they conusel.

SCENE LIKE A BATTLEFIELD. 


ST. LOUIS, Sunday. 

The scene of the railway accident at Sulphur 

rings, in which it is now stated that 35 were 
killed and 60 injured last night, resembled a 
battlefield. A twelve, steel-coach express train 
on the Missouri Pacific line, which telescoped 
seven wooden coaches of a local train, scattered 
the wreckage over a wide area. Some of the 
coaches of the local train were forced down the 
embankment into the river, and several pas- 
babe were drowned; others were killed or 
badly injured by scalding steam from the over- 
turned engine. 

A troop of Boy Scouts, who were en route 
to their camp, aided in the rescue work, and 
helped to calm the frightened survivors. A 
coach containing the Scouts was smashed, and 
some of the boys were hurt. 

Passengers who were not hurt organised 
rescue squads, and, with axes and picks, extri- 
cated the wounded and dead. 

Three relicf trains have been eent to the 
scene, Railwaymen on strike manned one train, 
while local residents aided in the work of rescue. 

It is impossible to identify many of the 
victims, because the bodies are badly mangled. 
There were many heartrending scenes at the 
morgue. The engine driver was the only per- 
son killed on the express train, the passengers 
being only jolted. 

The cause of the disaster has not yet been 
determined.—(Press Association Correspondent.)

FRENCH MALIGNITY. 
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HOW GERMANY SEES IT. 


BERLIN, Sunday. 

The all-engrossing topic in the newspapers 
to-day is the preliminary “ retortion ” 
measures which are being applied against Ger- 
many in the matter of the controversy over 
the Clearing House payments. The comments 
of the Press are anything but flattering to M. 
Poincaré, who is accused of nothing less than 
violating the law by applying sanctions before 
the legal date, namely, August 15, and before 
reaching an understanding on the subject with 
the Allies. 

In the opinion of several newspapers, the 
penalties will do more harm to France than to 
Germany. he Vossische Zeitung says :— 
“ France has opened. the Zntente Conference 
with a flourish of trumpets, and has thus made 
known that the economic aspect of the ques- 
tion, which, undoubtedly, militates against the 
course adopted, has been pushed into the back- 
ground for political considerations.’’ 

The Socialist newspapers characterise the 
French policy as intended to depreviate further 
the value of the mark, and to strengthen the 
opponents in Germany of German peace and 
the Republic. : 

The Freiheit observes that the French 
currency will also be affected by the collapse of 
the mark, and that the London Conference will 
experience a further complication. | 
The Conservative Press express the hope that 
the German Government will remain firm, and, 
placing its confidence in Germany's undoubted 
right, will calmly await developments.

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BOON TO TULLAMORE. 


The restoration of the train service between 
Tullamore and -Portarlington, giving, a connec- 
tion with main line trains, is a great boon to 
Tullamore from the business and every other 
point of view..

FOUR IRREGULAR LEADERS. 


At 4 o'clock on Saturday morning national 
soldiers raided a cottage situated six miles 
from Gorey, and arrested four men. The men 
were armed with revolvers and automatic 
pistols, and there were quantities of ammuni- 
tion and bombs in the place. 

The prisoners gave their names as Thomas 
Bradshaw, Rathmines, Dublin; Patrick Flynn, 
Rathgar, Dublin; Patrick Casey, Ranelagh, 
Dublin; and Richard Sinnott, Mountingate, 
Cleariestown. In the place was found an 
attaché case, filled with reports, accounts of 
ambushes, statements about lines of communice- 
tion, and routine orders. The correspondence 
indicated that Bradshaw was the leader of the 
“árd Eastern Division” of the irregulars; 
Flynn was the “ Divisional Adjutant,’ and 
Sinnott the “ Divisional Quartermaster.”’ 

It is surmised that these men had been sent 
as leaders of the irregulars after the Gapture 
of P. Fleming and his “ staff.” 

The correspondence included a report of the 
ambush at Killurin, as well as an 
analysis of the position and equipment of the 
irregulars in the county. Four folding camp- 
beds, mattresses and blankets, and several days’ 
supply of food were found in the house. On the 
men was found a sum of £50 in notes and some 
silver, also a cheque for £100 7s. 2id., drawn 
in favour of “‘Commandant’’ T. Barry “ for 
grazing of Kilworth Camp.” The prisoners 
wore Sam Brown belts and trench coats.

With a view to saving this bridge 
several prominent townspeople approached the 
irregular leaders, but they were informed 
rather curtly that the destruction of the bridg: 
was a military necessity. The second bridge 
to be destroyed was constructed in the four- 


teenth century. 


MR. DE VALERA’S .VISITORS. 


Soon after this work had been completed Mr. 
de Valera arrived. He was joined by Messrs. 
Dan Breen, Seamus Robinson, and Denis Lacey. 
The last-named was the leader of the irregulars 
in the conflict outside the town. They estab- 
lished their headquarters in the A.O.H. build- 
ings, and were visited here hy Mr. Erskine 
Childers, Madame Markievicz, and Dr. Kathleen 
Lynn, who remained for some days. A few 
days before their arrival the big R.LC. barracks 
and the Courthouse coro which had been 
occupied by the irregulars for a considerable 
time, were burned. e workhouse and hosp!- 
tal were then seized and utilised as hea 
quarters instead of the A.O.H. hall. The 
majority of the inmates and patients, of whom 
there were about 80, were removed to Clonmel. 
Some were sent to their friends’ homes, and a 
few to the fever hospital close by. All the 
workhouse officials, including the nursing sisters 
and nuns, left the institutaon, and the Clerk 
of the Union set up temporary offices else- 
where. 

For some days before the occupation of the 
workhouse, the irregulars were being billeted 
on the residents of the town. In cases where 
the occupants of a house intimated that they 
were unable to provide sleeping accommodation 
or meals, they were instructed to make pro- 
vision for the upkeep of one or two men in 
the local hotels, and all bills there incurred 
were debited to them. There was nothing for 
it in such cases but to comply with the nove! 
demand. It may be mentioned, however, that 
all the bills have not yet been paid. 


FOODSTUFFS SEIZED. 


Among the occupants of the seized workhouse 
were Mr. de Valera and a number of the 
irregulars’ leaders, most of them Cork and 
Kerry men. The seizure of the food and 
clothing now began. Boots formed a heavy 
item of the clothing taken. Cattle and sheep 
were seized from a number of local farmers and 
slaughtered in the town. It was quite a 
frequent sight to see carcases Of beef or mutton 
being taken in motor cars to the workhouse, ©! 
to the irreguiars at Ninemilehouse. in almost 
every case where food was taken, the irregu'ars 
asked for the bill setting out the value of the 
articles. : 

On last Wednesday mines were exploded 
under the already partly demolished railway 
bridges at Pill road and John street, over the 
main road to Waterford and Callan, thus corm- 
pleting the destruction. On the previous day 
ail the river bridges in the district had been 
destroyed. Not content with their efforts in 
this direction, the irregulars, before ráis rr 
the town, had another series of mines explode: 
under the same bridges. 

In one of these the water main connections 
with the reservoir were destroyed, and the 
water was turned into the river. Later, when 
the irregulars had left the town, the suppl) 
was cut off at its source. The town at presen' 
is in considerable difficulty, and there is scar- 
cely sufficient to supply the people for two 
more days. 

Early on 
of the national troops, 
out to fight the engagement, which I have 
described in an earlier message. At avon 
5 p.m. the main body returned ard marched to 
the workhouse, to join the party of about 50, 
who had been left behind. Shortly before 
9 o'clock on Thursday morning the entire body 
of irregulars, numbering close on 200, left the 
town, and weat in the direction of Clonime'!

THE ONLY WAY. 


For three weeks now the town has been com- 
pletely isolated, and it was only an occasiona! 
canal service with Waterford which saved the 
people from actually starving. It was with 
considerable risk that one travelled m this way. 
One or two boats containing foodstudsa were 
fired on by the irregulars in mid-river, and 
some of the food was taken from the boats. 

During the occupation of the town only one 
mail arrived. When this mail was about 
be deliverel messengers were sent by 
irregulars to the postmaster, who was order 
to send all the letters and parcels ig the work- 
house to be censored. After this the Postal! 
authorities at Waterford dispatched no further 
mail to the town. 

I have learned that the townspeople protested 
vehemently against the destruction of the 
Dillon Bridge. An angry mob gathered, and 

elted the irregulars with stones. The irrezu- 
ars, led by Mr. Dan Breen, drove the people 
back, saying that they were now paying tor 
voting for the Free State. The bridge was

There is rea 
son to believe, however, that some of the irregu 
lars have. returned to their positions about Ni) 
lonery, the scene of Wednesday's engagement, 
but their number is not sufficient to afford ver 
much embarrassment to the national troops 
operating here. i 
- Farmers and others on the County Waterford 
side of the town of Carrick have been serious!y 
inconvenien.sd by the partial destruction of 
the two river bridges. During their occupation 
of the town, the irregulars, I am informed 
took no pains to conceal their intention of 
making the farmers suffer for their support of 
the Treaty in the recent elections. ‘‘ The peop! 
are against us, and we are against the people,” 
ere of the local leaders is reported to have 
said. 

Reports from Clonmel show that the people are 
suffering much hardship from the irregular occ 
pation. Locally the town is said to be the hea: 
quarters of the irregulars. Clonmel! is on!y 
about thirteen miles from. Carrick, while Ki! 
sheelan, also held by the irregulars, is almost 
within easy range of an 18-pounder. By cap- 
turing Clonmel the troops would hold the heart 
of the irregular activities in this county. The 
closing up of Messrs. Cleeve’s factories in Car- 
rick and Clonmel has created further distress 
among the poor people. '
